Minimizing Différences. 

Magnifying resemblances and minimizing dif- 
ferences is a vastly different thing from saying 
that there is no difference between denomina- 
tions. The first eomes from the desire to see 
the sweetness and blessedness of the Christian 
spirit in our brethren. The second thing (that 
there is “no difference”) sometimes comes from 
some ulterior motive. 

Between Christians and. Congregationalists 
there is difference, and the difference is so im- 
portant that it is difficult, kindly to character- 
ize the principles of any one, who says there is 
no difference (provided he understamds the sub- 
ject). 

We take up the Advance of April 30th, 1903, 
and read the editorial with this eaption, “The 
Congregational Creed.” The first paragraph 
begins, “Is there a Congregational Creed?” 
The editor goes on to say: “Not only do the 
churches have doctrinal statements and manu- 
als by which they are governed, but the local 
and state associations have their creeds and 
constitutions, which have been formally adopt- 
ed by them. The National Council has also 
adopted a constitution and taken a hand in 
creed making.” 

His next paragraph begins, “The Congrega- 
tionalists have always been quite busy at creed 
making.” He closes one of his paragraphs, 
after proving from the minutes of the Nation- 
al Congregationalist Council, that the Congre- 
gationalists have creeds, with this ‘sentence, 
“So far as it has been possible to do so, the 
great body of Congregationalists have voiced 
their beliefs in well ordered doctrinal state- 
ments.” 

A word about that again. 

We turn to the article by Prof. H. M. Scoit, 
D.D., of the Chicago Theological Seminary, en- 
titled, “The Theology of Congregationalism.” 
This distinguished Congregationalist in the 
article says: “The theology of Congregational- 
ism has ever held to the value of creeds as the 
expression of the church’s apprehension of the 
Scriptures, as a bond of union, and as a test of 
fellowship, both for congregations and repre- 
sentative bodies.” 

There it is plain that Prof. Scott states dis- 
tinctly for the Congregationalists that creeds 
are used among them as “a test of fellowship.” 
Of course, then, . Christian character is not 
their only test of fellowship. 

Any one who says there is no difference be- 
tween the Christians and Congregationalists, 
must be ignorant of the fact that with the 
Christians the Bible is the only creed; where- 
as with the Congregationalists creeds are used 
as tests of fellowship. Why will our brethren 
shut their eyes to truth? 


Concerning the Congregationalist creeds, 
the Advance says: 

This Savoy confession was substantially the West- 
minster confession of faith, adopted by the Boston 
National Council in 1865. The next is the “Portland 
Declaration,” in 1871, adopted when the “National 
Council” was established as a body to meet at stated 
times. The “Portland Declaration,” like the “Boston,” 
is the re-affirmation of the doctrines held by the 
fathers. The latest declaration is that known as the 
“Creed of 1883.” It has been affirmed of this creed of 
1883 that “No united judgment of the churches has 
ever been made concerning it.” This statement, how- 
ever, is an error. “We here give their exact headings 
from the National Congregational Minutes of 1895:” 

1. “The Burial Hill Declaration of Faith adopted by 
the National Council, 1865.” 

2. “The statement of doctrine, presented in 1883 by 
the National Council Commission in the form author- 
ized for this purpose in 1895.” This Manual was 
further approved with these statements of the creed, 
by the National Council, which met at Portland in 1898. 
The following vote is taken from the Council Minutes: 
“The committee on the manual presented a report 
which was accepted, and it was voted, That the manual 
be set forth to the churches as a trustworthy sum- 
mary of approved Congregational usage.” 


The editor of the Advance goes on with this 
remark : _ : 

“Could anything be plainer than the action of the 
two councils of 1895 and 1898? So far as it has been 
possible to do so, the great body of Congregationalists 
have voiced their beliefs in well ordered doctrinal state- 
ments.” 


We might add to what the Advance says, 
that the Congregationalists since that day 
have affirmed the creeds of the Methodist Prot- 
estants and the United Brethren, and the re- 
mark of the editor of the Advance is emphatic- 
ally true that “Congregationalists have always 
been quite busy at creed-making.” 

By the last issue (March 9, 1905) of the Ad- 
vance, the most accurately representative jour- 
nal of Congregationalism, we find a fact that 
we had forgotten; that the matter of doctrinal 
belief was imbedded in the very constitution 
of the National Congregational Council. The 
editor says: 


It is also interesting to note that one of the objects 
which they hoped to accomplish through the organiza- 
tion of the Council was greater unity, and the unity 
which they put first is that of doctrine. “The Congre- 
gational Churches of the United States,” the Constitu- 
tion says, “do now associate themselves in National 
Council, to express and foster their substantial unity in 
doctrine, polity and work.” 

Undoubtedly these leaders of the past felt that there 
could be no hearty union of effort and work unless 
there was substantial agreement in belief. For the 
purposes of a show a menagerie of all kinds of animals 
will answer; but when it comes to drawing loads and 
doing work practical men like to get horses in the har- 
ness which will puH together. And the idea of the 
founders of the National-Council was not a Congrega- 
tional menagerie, or big aggregation of all manner of 
creatures coated with streaks of religious belief, but a 
splendid working force, able to meet terrific resistance 
or subtle antagonisms. ; 


We call attention not only to the fact which 
the Advance mentions, that the men establish- 
ing the National Congregational Council put 
“gnity in doctrine” before unity in “work,”

but to the fact that the Advance (published 
where Congregationalism has its strongest 
present force and outlook) represents the 
great men of the Council as disapproving an 
aggregation of various religious beliefs. In- 
dividual interpretation has no refuge there: a 
visible difference from the Christians. 

In view of such editorials, and_of the perti- 
nent articles of the Chicago Theological Semi- 
nary writer, and the votes of the National Con- 
gregational Council, we ought to be careful in 
saying that there is no difference between the 
Congregationalists and the Christians; for the 
Christians accept no creed but the Bible, and 
they have never done so; and we assure dis- 
affected brethren that if they ever should, 
they would disgrace their high privilege and 
heavenly calling, and be a grief to the Man of 
Galilee, who condemned “teaching for doc- 
trines the commandments of men.” 

We say nothing now about the contents of 
the creeds. Their erroneousness or truthful- 
ness is a matter of opinion; but brethren 
should not say that there is no difference be- 
tween the Christians and Congregationalists, 
simply because in their circumscribed associa- 
tion they do not see it disagreeably set forth. 





OrHer Marrers oF GENERAL INTEREST ARE* 
President Roosevelt’s inauguration to what he 
calls his second and last term was attended by 
such ceremonies and other events as were ex- 
pected. One exciting subject of news for two 
weeks has been the constant reports of great 
triumphs of Japanese arms in what the paper's 
call a battle, but which might better be called 
the campaign of Mukden; for it has included 
many great battles, forced marches, much 
slaughter and much strategic action. Its 
slaughter has been great, more than 100,000 
men, probably. The Russians were out-fought 
and out-maneuvered. United States District 
Attorney Burnett, New York, received $219,- 
000 in fees in the last four years. He will be 
compelled to exist on a salary of $10,000 here- 
after, unless he has some other income. The 
Russian Baltic fleet that has been sailing 
around Madagascar for a considerable time is 
now said to be turning homeward. More land 
fraud indictments have been found against 
Senator Mitchell and Congressman Hermann. 
The Standard Oil now controls 61,844 miles of 
railroad in the United States, it is credibly 
stated. The railroad employees in Italy, as a 
substitute for striking, are obeying literally 
all the rules, measuring and weighing baggage. 
and enforcing all restrictions on passengers; 
with the result that freight traffic is impeded 
and passenger business has fallen off nearly 
two-thirds. Two sophomore students of Mich- 
igan State University were stabbed in a hazing 
scrape. The United Brethren have dropped 
from their roll of missionaries an African 
negro, whom they had educated in this coun- 
try, and who had served them in Africa as a 
missionary for twenty-five years. He had 
married plural wives, had relapsed into hea- 
thenism, and had accepted the chieftainship of 
a negro tribe. The Government report on the 
Beef Trust makes us wonder if the Trust will 
not soon ask some poor Christian minister to 
relieve it of its philanthropic work of feeding 
the people for nothing. The Senate is re- 
writing President Roosevelt's treaty with 
Santo Domingo. Dowie’s Zion City is again 
facing a financial crisis. The authorities seem 
very careful with regard to the murder of Mrs. 
Stanford, not to suspect any of the persons 
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who would be benefited by her death. Sopho- 
mores at Cornell University cut through the 
roof of a woman’s house, in a hazing scrape, 
to capture freshmen hiding in the garret. 
Kight sephomores were knocked senseless in 
effecting entrance. The strikers on the ele- 
vated railways and subway in New York City 
have had their charters withdrawn by the 


higher labor union officers, because the strikers _ 


broke their contract with. the employers. 
Bryan loses the Bennett will suit. ..Young 
Gould, who foiled an attempt some time ago 
to haze him, has at last. been hazed by sopho- 
mores of Columbia University. If hazing is 
not respectable at West Point, why should it 
be permitted at universities. The son of the 
United Brethren missionary who was expelled 
claims that his father is the victim of the fac- 
tional strife in the U. B. Church, and that his 
character is sound. Mrs. Chadwick was con- 
victed. Her lawyer announces appeal. She 
threatens revelations. The more that Com- 
missioner Garfield’s report on the Beef Trust 
is examined, the more fun is made of it. We 
expect the cartoonists will make fun of that 
99 cents profits on a steer. Not a Chinaman 
in Port Arthur was executed as a spy by the 
Russians during the siege, although Chinamen 
often helped the Japanese by signals. 


Be Happy. 

The sweetest companion in the earth is the 
one who with other graces combines a happy 
spirit. It is this which makes communion 
with God so delightful: for he has all graces, 
and is ever blessed. 

The fall of man may be said to have come 
from discontent. Men desired to be gods, or 
like God, to know good and evil. ‘Men would 
be angels, and angels would be gods. 

Unrest, discontent, inordinate ambition, em- 
bitter life; although proper ambition, to excel 
in what we do, to.do everything well, tends to 
make life happy. But we must remember that 
all of the earth cannot be surface; all of the 
house cannot be the inside. The man who acts 
well his part is cofqueror-in his world as much 
as Napoleon in his. Act well your part; there 
all the honor lies. The best soldier, the best 
farmer, the best housekeeper, the best mechan- 
ic, is the one that surpasses in his proper field. 
This excellence conduces to happiness. 

But a happy disposition adorns every call- 
ing. A fable relates that a cértain king, being 
unhappy, was advised by a philosopher to find 
a perfectly happy man, to secure his shirt and 
wear it.

Fight 
not -for yourself, but for the weaker, or for 
principles. Abuse no one. Thus you will 
make your life happy. The very happiness 
you impart.to others by your kindness will re- 
turn to you from their hearts, in fulb measure, 
pressed down and running over.  Oonsider the 
examples of Samuel, Joseph, Job, Jeremiah, 
Jesus. :

The Christian Church. 


Much being said about the faults of the church, and 
the delinquency of the brethren, allow me to say that 
there is little doubt but what there is room enough 
for fault-finding. But fault-finding never remedies an 
evil, neither do I believe that the greatest fault-finders 
are the least blame-worthy. I can truly say concerning 
the church, as one said concerning his country—“Eng- 
land, with all thy faults, I love thee still!” Neither 
do I believe that there are greater evils among us, than 
among’ other denominations; and even the evils, i. e., 
the greatest evils which do exist, are hard to be 
remedied, from the consideration that many count 
them virtues. I refer to love, or the lack of love to 
the church, and devotion to our own denominational 
interests. My opinion is that the Christians should 
attend to the interests of their own cause, precisely 
the same as though there was no other denomination 
in the. world. 

Those who cannot harmonize with us in these ef- 
forts should be permitted to withdraw, without being 
followed by any persecution, and those who are able 
to point out evils and apply remedies, should be highly 
esteemed. But this nature itself will teach us—that 
the parts, nearest the sore are most likely to be fevered, 
and therefore,-we are not to suppose all the rest sick 
simply because they are inflamed. 

The Christian Church has to pass through some 
severe struggles very soon, which will no doubt shake 
those who are shakeable. But let the storms come! 
Those who cannot be shaken will remain, and I have 
no fears but what it will be the best church in the 
world, even after the storms are past. 

We'll stem the storm, 


It won’t be long, 
We'll anchor by-an-by.

From the date of the periodical mentioned 
in the letter of Dr. Burnett we instantly recall 
the events causing the article of N. Summer- 
bell, notwithstanding our youth at: that time. 
The Christians had been misled into an affilia- 
tion with another denomination, on account of 





certain supposed resemblances; but the effects 
were very injurious to the Christians, and of 
little permanent benefit to the other denomina- 
tion, notwithstanding it seemed to make im- 
portant capture of some of our strength. *** 
And at this time brethren who leave us peace- 
ably will not be persecuted. 


Brother pastor, did you get each young con- 
vert to subseribe for the- Heranp or GospEL 
Lipert¥? The converts whom you induce to 
read it regularly are incomparably more likely 
to be faithful and useful than those who are 
willing to remain in ignorance of what the 
brethren are doing in other churches. 


The Congregationalist in its issue of March 
4th, disapproves the system of short pastor- 
ates: 

Here and there a man like Dr. McKenzie of Cam- 
bridge or Bradford of Montclair has a congregation 
wise enough to permit him to retain the pulpit more 
than thirty years and grow graciously wise in the min- 
istry; but with too many churches the “hired man” 
theory obtains, and the average length of our Congre- 
gational pastorates is between four and five years. 


We have been requested to ask if the indi- 
viduals so earnestly sympathizing with Dr. 
Aldrich, and defending him at the present 
time, will secure his consent that the reasons 
which caused Dr. Aldrich’s resignation to be 
asked as president of Union Christian College 
may be published in the Heratp or GosPEeL 
Liperty. If they do not secure his consent, 
will they kindly have as much charity toward 
denominational officers, and cease to embar- 
rass them? 


We have received from the Christian Sun 
the Christian Annual for 1905, of our brethren 
in the South, giving proceedings in 1904 of 
these conferences: Eastern Virginia, Virginia 
Valley, Eastern North Carolina, Western 
North Carolina, North Carolina and Virginia, 
and Alabama, together with the minutes of the 
Christian Missionary Association. The pam- 
phiet is quite an imposing one, and must be 
much more useful than it would otherwise be, 
because of its containing so much detailed 
matter of the various conferences. We wish our 
northern brethren might in some way arrange 
to get the minutes of various meetings all in 
one volume. Probably, however, it would be 
impracticable. _ The statistics of the gifts of 
the southern churches reflect great honor on 
them. The north ought to emulate the gen- 
erosity of the south. 


We are informed that an invitation was 
sent to the ministers of the Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts Christian Conference, ‘urgently 
requesting them “to be present at a conference 
to be held in the chapel of the North Congrega- 
tional Church, New Bedford, on Monday, 
March 13th, at 2 o’clock p. m., for the purpose 
of considering the question of a union between 
the Christian churches” of that section and 


_ the churches of the Old Colony, Congregation- 


alist, body. We have not. heard the results of 
the meeting; but we are of the opinion that 
when the practice of the Christians (practi- 
cally universally immersion in New England) 
with reference to baptism,.and the practice of 
the Congregationalists, sprinkling, are brought 
into prominence in the united body, the Con- 
gregationalists will discover that they have 
not captured a union, and the Christians will 











find that they have prometed a division.

The Beginning of The End. 
(Number Twelve.)

The Three Frog-like Spirits. 


“And I saw three unclean spirits like frogs come out 
of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of 
the beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet.” 
(Rev. 16:13.) 


These spirits have had previous existence, 
hidden away in the marshes and quagmires of 
a carnal and corrupted human nature. Or- 
derliness is the law of the universe. First the 
spawn, then the tadpole, and then the fully 
developed frog. When he has developed feet 
and legs, he leaps forth into greater promin- 
ence, and begins to croak. The thing, the 
principle, the evil here- symbolized, must pass 
through its own peculiar and various stages of 
development. This growth is measured by 
events rather than years; it is contingent on 
events and circumstances rather than any 
specifie period of time. This only is certain; 
that somewhere between the pouring out of 
the sixth vial and the pouring out of 
the seventh vial, these frog-like spirits will 
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go forth to gather the nations of the earth to 
the great battle, war, or conflict of Armaged- 
don (Vs. 14, 16), and to the greatest revolution 
ever known in the history of the human race 
symbolized by a “great” and “mighty earth- 
quake” (V. 18). : 

We are entering the evening shadows of 
the sixth: period ofthe world’s history, and we 


may expect these freg-like spirits to become’ 


bold, creep forth from their hiding-places, and 
croak and defile, filling the: world’ with their 
noisy demonstrations. We may ‘éxpect the 


stench of the stagnant pool and the stime of the 


the quagmire-pond wherein are decaying the 


leaves, flowers, and fruitage-: of ‘the higher - 


ideals of human life. The ehurch will become 
u secularized hybrid of-.sectal entertainment 
and quasi-benevolences; governments: will be- 
come entangled in the rank: growth of: com- 
mercialism; trusts, monopolies, and every foul 
weed that grows and flourishes in the reeking 
quagmire of human greed. Hark! Do you not 
hear the croaking now? Does any one pre- 
sume to defy the law of the universe with stag- 


nant waters and: keep out the tadpoles? -Who-: 


ever builds a dam aeross the rippling stream 


must prepare for-an increase of frogs: Who- ' 


ever yields to a paralyzing inertia must pre- 
pare for putrescence. “For wheresoever the 
carcass is, there will the eagles be gathered to- 
gether (Matt. 24-28). 

Does any man suppose that he can with a 
coat of whitewash, or a film of gold, deceive 
the unerring instinct of the vulture? Does 
any sane man think that by planting a few 
water-lillies in that malarial swamp near his 
house, he can thereby disinfect its waters, and 
deceive the instinct of the frog? The frog 
does not glory in the sunlight except that it 
warms and ferments the stagnant pool, hatch- 
es out the spawn of his brood, and the larvae 
and insects with which he fills his hungry 
maw. Sy 

Shakespeare divides the human life into 
seven ages; the inspired prophet divides the 
development of the kingdom of heaven into 
seven periods. Weare living in the sixth 
period and apparently in’ the lengthening 
shadows of its eventide. . When the sixth vial 
is poured out John the Revelator beholds, 
among other things, a dragon, a beast, and a 
false prophet, and out of the mouth of each 
one there came “three unclean spirits as 
frogs.” These are all symbols. Given a liter- 


al interpretation and the apocalypse be- - 


comes the most absurd and _ contradic- 
tory composition in existence. Clothed in 
the sublime symbolism of Oriental poetry: it 
becomes, in fact, the most marvelous vision of 
the ages. Poets may see visions, but they are 
not therefore visionaries. When visions 
cease civilizations perish. Do you suppose 
that there is no significance in the fact that 
the last book of the Bible is the greatest, sub- 


limest poem to be found in any language, liv- , 


ing or dead? This is because it is true. “Para- 
dise Lost” is a great poem, but its theology is 
abominable, and many of its sublimest flights 
are as wide of the truth as the most heathen- 


ish of heathen mythologies. Shall we repudiate 


this masterpiece and all other classie visions, 
whether ancient or modern? Shall we forego 
the quest of the flowing stream or the crystal 
fountain because some caravans have perished 
in the burning sands lured by the desert mir- 
age? Because of the stiffness and coarseness 
of man’s heart in ancient times God suffered 


the first. great law of human well-being to 
lapse, and men put away their wives for other 
causes than the one naturally and divinely 
justified. There was a time of ignoranée, too, 


when God mercifully closed his eyes in com-. 


miseration of the derelict. ...But great truths 
seen and comprehetided, but not lived up to, 
are the destroying angels of man’s greatness. 
It is not the great ideas which our vision is 
yet too dim to see that are fraught with dan- 
ger; but those that .we have taken into our: 
embrace and warmed with our own blood and 
life, and then cast off: these are the things 
that destroy nations, remove churches, and up- 
root the most refined civilization. For cen- 
turies theologians and preachers have made a 
virtue of not understanding this book of Rev- 
elation. There is no cause. for surprise, no. 
occasion for wonder. Viewed in the light of 
sixteenth century theology it is an impossi- 
bility. Viewed through the popular theology 
of the present day it is a sphinx weird, grim 
and undeciphered. It is an undiscovered 
country. It bears the marks of coming mo- 
dernity. It belongs to a new age, and is the 
magna charta of a truer and brighter era. 
There is little hope that these articles will 
find a reader or a sympathetic response in all 
the wide domain of religious thinkers of the 
present day. The false theology they contro- 
vert is so deeply intrenched that they will 
fall like minnie balls against the rocks of 
Gibralter. But there are many choice, free 
spirits who are not bound by human creeds, 
nor prejudiced by the doctrines and command- 
ments of men; these will read and ponder. 


1. The significance of the frog as a symbol. 
The earliest mention of the frog in the Bible is 
in the eighth chapter of Exodus. It was held 
sacred in Egypt, it was the product of their 
river Nile and the emblem of their god Osiris. 
He was the god of generation, the vicissitudes 
of human life, and of agriculture. We have 
here a clew to the definition of the frog when 


used as a symbol. The meaning must have a. 


vital human interest. The frog is not venom- 
ous, nor vicious. It is not an evil creature, 
but: in every respect is looked upon and con- 
sidered perfectly harmless. These spirits, evil 
and devilish, come forth masked with inno- 
cence, appear to be harmless, claim to be 
legitimate. It is the consummate skill of 
masked hypocrisy. 

2. The dragon is the symbol of carnal social 
conditions as seen in business, commerce, fash- 
ions, customs, and all other things that con- 
stitute the social life of any people. The drag- 
on is an animal, whether real or.mythical. As 
a matter of fact, the dragon is probably a 
myth, and never had an existence save in the 
human imagination. Perhaps this is the rea- 
son why it was chosen ¢o symbolize the social 
conditions of the period in which we are now 
living. The importance of the things we cher. 
ish most, and with which we encumber and 
handicap ourselves in this age of commercial- 
ism, and superfluities, so far as peace and 
happiness are concerned, is altogether im- 
aginary. The dragon has his teeth and claws 
fastened. on the most vital. interests of huv- 
manity ; otherwise it would be. positively. umus- 
ing. 

In this fitful, somnambulic dream, the dragon 
night-mare becomes an appalling reality, Could 
we awake from our sleep and overcome our 
fright and maddened struggle long enough for 
sober reason to assume control, we should soon 


discover that this brilliant and many-colored 
dragon was nothing but the creature of our 
own feverish imagination. The evil spirits 
that come forth out of this dragon’s mouth 
must wear the garb of innocence and even the 
robe of sanctity. The libertine must move in 
the very best social circles. Satan, who is the 
personified incarnation of all evil, the embodi- 
ment of every false principle, changes form 
and appearance according to the demand of 
the age; he must be up-to-date. He used to 
have horns; he has long since been dehorned. 
He used to have a caudal appendage with a 
dart attached; these have long since been laid 
aside with the battering ram and the bow and 
arrow of primitive warfare. The pitchfork, 
with which he used to be armed, is as much 
out of date as the wooden mold-board plow in 
modern agriculture. The spirit of evil is striv- 
ing more and more to appear innocent and 
harmless. The cloven foot, the venomous sting 
are masked under the skin of a frog. In keep- 
ing with modern progress and culture, the 
dragon would not dare to send out a venomous 
serpent, a scorpion or a centipede. Society is 
not altogether corrupt, and its constituents 
are alert and intelligent, but, paradoxical as it 
may seem, they are at the same time abstract- 
ed. The devil, marching through town in all 
his ancient regalia, would terrorize the popu- 
lace;. clothed in purple and fine linen, and 
decked with jewels, jealousy would arouse 
many from their abstraction to criticize and 
expose his true character. A frog attracts 
little attention and awakens no suspicion. In 
an age of abstractedness Satan must needs 
himself become an abstraction. 


‘No one would flee from the presence of a 
common frog nor suspect any danger from any- 
thing having the appearance of a frog. It is a 
veritable sociological trinity. Under the mask 
of legitimate business it nourishes the spirit of 
greed, of avarice, and the worship of mammon. 
Under the garb of social prestige it fosters the 
love of display, advertisement, and notoriety. 
Attired in the guise of sociability or the livery 
of innocent amusement, and even in the canon- 
icals of public duties, it enters the home, de- 
stroys its sacred heirlooms, breaks up its-sim- 
ple domestic customs, poisons the atmosphere, 
and vitiates the yery foundations of character. 
True to the prophecy, it is a worker of mir- 
acles. Have we not many citizens in demo- 
cratic America who in wealth, luxury and 
wasteful extravagancé surpass the titled and 
even the crowned heads of the old-world mon- 
archies? Surely it is a miracle of social erudi- 
tion to combine in one and the same individual 
the democrat and the imperial autocrat. Re- 
member that this is one, the first of the trin- 
ity of trinities that is gone out to gather the 


nations of the “whole earth” to the great day 


of God Almighty and the battle of Armaged- 
don. (Verses 14 to 16.) 


Under the guise of athletics and physical 
culture we have the cruelty and barbarism of 


_ modern foot-ball. The gigantic octopus-like 


trust masks ‘itself in the garb of legitimate 
business enterprise; dons the frog skin, cover- 
ing up its cruel arms, with which it sooner or 
later crushes out all competition. In jumping 
from one technicality to another, to evade the 
law, it is a veritable frog. The law is not some- 
thing to be obeyed, but a thing to be evaded. 
This is richly caparisoned anarchy. Labor 
unions in the habiliments of innocent and 
beneficent organizations are in reality among 
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the croaking disturbers of modern life. Both 
trusts and labor unions are evils that ought to 
be eliminated from the body politic by consti- 
tutional amendment, if. necessary. The one 
cannot exist without the other. They are the 
antipodes of the political balance-wheel, but 
are not tempered to bear much strain or very 
rapid revolution of the axis. It is danger in 
ambush ; it is revolution incipient. 


“Grafting,” as it is termed, is the common 
practice of almost every trade, business and 
profession. It is the characteristic American 
spirit covered with the trim toggery of business 
shrewdness and thrift. Thus are the nations 
being drawn toward Armageddon and the revo- 
lution absolute. 

3. The beast is a symbol of human govern- 
ments and political parties. “The British 
lion,” “the Russian bear,” “the Tammany 
tiger,” “the Republican elephant,” “Demo- 
cratic donkey,” are familiar expressions and 
symbols even in the cartoons, caricatures and 
buffoonery of the matter-of-fact occidental. 


Under a pretense the British lion destroys a 


free nation ia South Africa, and the Russian 
bear appropriates to itself the province of 
Manchuria. With prodigious labor they 
donned the frog-skin, but the spirit of conquest 
was indifferently covered after all. The ele 
phant andthe donkey, duly mantled with inno- 
cent regimentals, march forth to raise immense 
campaign funds, and all proposals to investi- 
gate their source and destiny come to naught. 
To what extent boodle and bribery obtain it is 
difficult to ascertain. Erstwhile investigations 
reveal some deplorable lapses. It is like hunt- 
ing for frogs in the daylight, only to find.them 
hidden away in the inaccessible marshes; or 
sallying forth in the darkness, only to find 
that your stealthiest footfall has silenced all 
the near-by croakers. That the dragon is men- 
tioned first is significant. Under a constitu- 
tion the people and private business are al- 
«ways more affected than are parties and the 
government: by any evil in vogue. The world 
is filled with the spirit of unrest. From out 
all the continents and the islands of the seas 
there comes the voice of ominous croaking. 
Any national or international policy not char- 
acterized by the plain, simple truth; any ul- 
terior, sinister or selfish spirit going forth in 
the uniform of a laudable purpose, is symbol- 
ized by these frog-like spirits. To what extent 
the first peace conference at The Hague was 
of this character, who can tell? Perhaps the 
bureaucrats who are now suffering the pen- 
alty’of their daring affront to the world’s in- 
telligence might be able to explain if they 
would. 

4. The false prophet symbolizes all thse 
church organizations or denominations who 
continue in a state of apostacy from the sim- 
plicity of the gospel of Jesus Christ. The doc- 
trine of the trinity is the first of these frog- 
like spirits coming out of the mouth of the 
false prophet. Claiming to worship the “one 
only true God,” they teach the boldest sort of 
polytheism: Professing loyalty to the Word 
of God and pure Christianity, they yet sup- 
plant the pure fundamental, monotheistic 


truth of the Bible and have substituted there- 
for a feebly disguised pagan trinity. If ancient 
Israel; chosen to keep alive the doctrine of one 
God, sinned when they introduced the gods of 
the pagan nations around them, how much 
more flagrant is the transgression of those who 
worship a pagan trinity in the twentieth cen- 


tury of the Christian era. Did Jehovah exag- 
gerate the doctrine of one God in order to de- 
feat idolatry, and afterwards admit that he 
was triunie? Was God afraid to declare plain- 
ly that there were three persons in the God- 
head lest he should jeopardize his dignity 
among the polytheistic nations? 


The second frog-like spirit coming out of the 
mouth of the false prophet symbolizes the 
ostentive character of human creeds. Claim- 
ing to be formulated for the defense of the 
truth, it is in reality for the defense of a sect. 
Pretending to give increased volume and pur- 
ity of tone to the voice that proclaims God’s 
message to the world, it in reality drowns the 
“still small yoice” with the discords of its in- 
coherent croaking. Boasting its ability to 
illuminate the sacred page, it ingloriously be- 
smears the truth with the -slime of its own 
reeking body. Vaunting its claim to be the 
result of the most learned and pious research, 
it yet carries with it the intellectual microbes 
and the theological malaria of the dark ages. 
Do you suppose there are no spiritual chills 
and fever in this age? If pious men, religious 
thinkers and non-thinkers could discover that 
the sun is under an eclipse, there might be hope 
for brighter days. If these . absent-minded 
teachers would forego their fantastic trifling 
a little while, they might get together and re- 
move the eclipse. (See Rev. 6:12.) In no 
other way can we hope for clear days and 
bright sunshine. Do you suppose that the 
marshes and frogs would last long after that? 
Do you suppose that the chills, fevers, fanati- 
cisms and superstitions could-long endure in 
the sunlight? These are the great healers— 
sunshine and pure air. = | 

Tonics, febrifuges and compound alteratives 
can make little headway against disease if you 
shut out the sun and breathe polluted air. Is 
it not about time to end the eclipse? What a 
wretched business men*have made of it, any- 
way! Trying to illuminate the world with a 
torchlight! Toiling with pain and agony to 
dip up the moral sloughs with a soup ladle! 
If you were to. throw away these little human 
devices, do you think that God would not back 
you up in it? 

Do men teach and preach and heal with the 
Same power and net results as im the early 
church? How can they when they have clothed 
the sun with the blackest of sackcloth and, 
shivering with an ague chill, frightened by the 
croaking frogs, frantically waving their little 
torch-lights, which only serve to increase the 
darkness beyond, they feebly pray for power 
which~.they themselves have made impotent 
and impossible? Can the earth produce ver- 
dure and fruit with the sun in _ perpetual 
eclipse? Impossible! Given the glorious sun- 
shine and the law of gravitation, and all the 
chemical affinities rush to the assistance of the 
man who would redeem the waste places of the 
earth. Can God do less or more in the spir- 
itual world? . 

' The third frog-like spirit which comes out 
of the mouth of the false prophet symbolizes 
the legislative and judicial spirit in the church. 
Under allegiance to one divine Master, they 
command obedience to human masters. Com- 
manded in the Word to- “judge not,” they yet 
put saints en trial for heresy. Cloaked with 
a zeal for the truth, they persecute and ex- 
clude followers of Christ who are “living epis- 
tles known and read of all men.” John says, 
“They are the spirits of devils working mir- 
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acles.” Can devils work miracles? Seemingly 
Have we not had miracles of social advance- 
ment, grandeur and power? Have not all the 
primordial laws of custom, caste and primo- 
geniture been suspended that the man of hum- 
blest birth might be raised to the highest posi- 
tion? Have we not had miracles of finance— 
frenzied, it-may be? Millions of dollars creat- 
ed out of nothing; stocks watered and swollen 
until they have become pyramids of wealth; 
dividends -incredible, but vouched for? Have 
we not had marvelous religious movements, 
prodigies, popularity, wealth and numbers— 
all vouched for by the statistics? Have we 
not had millions of cures reported by Chris- 
tian Science? And yet we go on the willing 
victims of abstraction, each in his own little 
circle, knowing everything and knowing 
nothing. Denominations whistle or sing to 
keep up their courage in the dark, and point 
to the statistical table to prove their great- 
ness; and then utterly fall down in the pres- 
ence of the liquor traffic and the social evil. 

Is it not about time to pack our kit and go 
up into the hill country?

Men and the Church. 
BY KERR BOYCE TUPPER, D.D., LL.D. 

It is one of the popular fallacies of our 
times, accepted in no few quarters without 
anything like thorough investigation, that men 
do. not go to church nowadays; that however 
it may have been in the time of the sacred 
chronicler of old, it is not a fact to-day that 
there are many “very able men for the service 
of the house of Jehovah.” It is readily ac- 
knowledged that there is a place for such in the 
kingdom of God; that the strongest manhood 
finds play in this sphere for its loftiest po- 
tencies of body, mind and spirit; that some of 
the greatest of the sons of men have worn out 
their noblest forces of personality and power 
in the divine service and wished that they had 
a hundred-fold more of capability to dedicate 
to it; that one has to write the word “Chris 


tian” large beside the names of such intellee- 
tual potentates and valiant souls as Paul, and 
Athanasius, and Augustine, and Anselm, and 


Bernard, and Luther, and Pascal, and William . 
the Silent, and Gustavus Adolphus, and Crom- 
well, and Gladstone, and Washington, and 
McKinley, and Roosevelt, and ten thousand 
other such who have revered God’s ‘name and 
honored God’s Son. It is freely admitted that 
while the blessed religion of Jesus Christ is a 
religion for human weakness and dependence 
and sorrow and sin, it is also a religion for 
human strength and valor and courage and 
heroism, indeed for all the athletic faculties of 
human nature. And yet, it is added, the 
church has not drawn men to it in any large 
numbers, and so there is a lamentable absence 
of men from church services and Christian 
work. 

Will the position here taken bear critical 
examination?. Let us see. Some interesting 
facts present themselves in this connection. 

The largest congregation in the city of Bos- 
ton is unquestionably that of Tremont Temple, 
and there the majority present are not infre- 
quently men. One of the largest congregations 
in New York City is that at the Madison 
Square Presbyterian Church, and there gen- 
erally the majority present are men. The two 
largest congregations in the city of Brooklyn 
are those of the Plymouth Church and of the 
Baptist Temple, and in these two congrega- 
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tions men quite often predominate. The larg- 
est congregation in the city of Chicago is that 
which gathers weekly in Music Hall, once pre- 
sided over by the scholarly Swing, and now by 
the eloquent Gunsaulus; and there weekly men 
in greater numbers than women, it is said, 
crowd every available space. Among the larg- 
est congregations in the city of Philadelphia 
are those of the Grace Temple, the Holy Trin- 
ity, the Second Presbyterian, and the First 
Baptist churches, and at the night services, at 
least, at each of these churches, it will _be 
found that quite generally more men attend 
than women. 


It is a fallacy, therefore, that men do not 
go to church. Men do go to church, and in 
large numbers, and with sympathetic soul, 
when pastor and people give them something 
to go for—something which  satisfies- their 
highest inteliectual and spiritual aspirations 
and needs. : 


Weigh some suggestive figures here. Of a 
total United States population to-day of 80,- 
000,000, there are about 14,250,000 young men 
between -the ages of sixteen and thirty-five. 
Out of the total United States Church-mem- 
bership of 29,000,000 there are to-day 5,500,000 
young men—note, not men, for such would 
swell the number here given by millions; but 
young men. Recent reports from seventy- 
eight representative churches in different 
parts of our land, as gathered by a careful 
writer, seem to indicate that thirty-seven per 
cent. of the total number of young men in the 
United States are directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the work of the church. There are 
to-day sixteen times as many young men alone 
in the churches of our Jand as there were mem- 
bers in these churches one hundred years ago. 
Add to these the male youth connected with 
our Sunday-schools with their 20,000,000 mem- 
bers, with Young People’s Societies with their 


4,000,000 members, with the Salvation Army 
with its 84,000 weekly open-air services, to say 
nothing of the exclusively men’s organizations, 


as the Brotherhoods, the Gideons, and the 
Young Men’s Christian Association,—this last 
mentioned body with more than 300,000 mem- 
bers and an annual expenditure of $12,000,000 
in our land, while throughout the world it has 
to-day 102,000 members who give annually not 
less than $80,000 for foreign missions alone. 
Only this month Mr. Mott, the famous leader 
in the Students’ Volunteer Movement, stated 
that at a recent Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation gathering at Yale there were present 
more than half of last year’s football team 
one-third of the college crew, and other fellows 
equally representative of that great university. 
In the University of Pennsylvania there are to- 
day 3,000 students engaged regularly each 
week in Bible study. In our American colleges 
at present there are 85,000 students, of whom 
about 40,000 are members of Christian church- 
es. How true it is that more and more these 
many college fellows are accepting the Bible 
as oracle of faith as well as manual of devo- 
tion, and yielding heart and will to the manly 
Man of Nazareth. 

Of course, we should not see one side only 
of this question. There is a dark as well as 
a bright side. All over our land are splendid 
fellows who subject the fine within them tc 
the gross and coarse, the spiritual and _ the 
noble to the animal, and-so mar the beauty of 
their bodies, destroy the strength of their in- 
tellect, deflower the vigor of their wills. and 


jese all grace of soul. As a consequence, there 
grows upon them an indifference te the true, 
the beautiful and the goed, and so the Chris- 
tian service misses their presence and God is 
without their consecrated allegiance. 

Now such as these need Christ that their 
life may become true, noble, symmetrical and 
holy, and Christ needs them that his work for 
men may be beautifully complete. How can 
more men be’ reached for this glorious two- 
fold purpose? There is but one answer to this 
question. Let the pulpit more and more pro- 
claim a manly message—a message appealing 
consistently and persistently to the manly 
strength of men. Sentimental preaching will 
never draw men. Sensational preaching will 
draw only for a time, and even then not the 
most representative class of men. The class 
that like to read Hughes’ “Tom Brown” will 
become attracted by the Lord presented in 
Hughes’ “Manliness of Christ.” Make men 
see that character outweighs all else; that 
without it genius is,a fatal gift and talent u 
glittering sham; that there may be the manly 
form and the manly intellect, but that the 
crowning glory of manly worth is wanting if 
the soul lack those high transcendent virtues 
which are the girdle of a man’s strength and 
the garment of his beauty. Let the ministry 
emphasize and illustrate all this, pointing out 
that the most glorious embodiment of manli- 
ness is found in Jesus Christ, and more and* 
more will men yield heart and will to the Son 
of Man and the Son of God!

The San Domingo Imbrolio and the 
Monroe Doctrine.

The extraordinary information has been 
given out from Washington that an agreement 
is proposed between President Roosevelt and 
Morales, making the United States a sort of 
receiver general to collect the custom duties 
of San Domingo for the benefit of its bond- 
holders. It seen? that the successive Domini- 
van governments have contrived with the help 
of foreign money-lenders and speculators, both 
abroad and in this country, to pile up a ruin- 
ous national debt, the actual amount.of which 
no one accurately knows. The history of the 
Dominican debt-is a long one, and is involved 
with crooked and suspicious circumstances. 
One of its features was the organization of a 
syndicate under the shady corporation laws 


of New Jersey, to which the concession was . 


granted by San Domingo of collecting its 
revenues at certain ports. This New Jersey 


syndicate began operations at once by water- 


» 





ing the capital of its loan. Meanwhile chronic 


disturbances in the Island have for sometime 
past stopped all payment of interest to its 
creditors, who have become nervous. in con- 
sequence, and have been pressing their re- 
spective governments to take drastic action 
in their behalf. And now at last the Domini- 
can Dictator Morales, nominal president of the 
“Republic,” by what shadow of right or au- 
thority of his people it does not appear. pro- 
poses to summon the Government of the 
United States to.a receivership for these for- 
eign creditors of San Domingo. Moreover, 
President Roosevelt, with his characteristic 
love of action, seems to be quite ready to as- 
sume this strange form of responsibility. 


It is possible that many readers of:this item 
of news have passed it by with slight thought 
of how radical a new departure it is for our 
Government, how far-reaching its consequences 
may be, and what profound questions loom be- 
hind this precedent. 


The first great question that forces itself 
upon our attention, and which has hardly yet 
been considered in international law, is 
whether it is the wise and proper business of 
governments to undertake to safeguard the in- 
vestments of their subjects in foreign coun- 
tries. The special form of this question, as 
now raised, touches perilous and speculative 
ventures in partially civilized parts of the 
world. Thus money lenders, seeking high rates 
of interest, put out their money in Russia, 
Turkey, Persia, Egypt and the South Amer- 
ican States. They lend it to support the pow- 
er of sultans, czars, shahs, and revolutionary 
adventurers who may for a time seize the 
reins of such a republic as San Domingo. The 
ordinary private, adventuresome investor takes 
his risks with his eyes open to the fact, that 
in dealing with unserupulous parties he may 
Jose his money altogether. If he puts up 
money with shifty borrowers, he knows that 
the courts can give him very little satisfaction 
when they stop payment. Why now should the 
men, who lend to notoriously dishonest and 
tyrannical governments abroad, be allowed to 
invoke the strong hand of the nation to safe- 
guard their ventures? Not very long ago cer- 
tain states of our Union defaulted their bonds. 
American and foreign investors lost their 
money hopelessly, as innocent. investors are 
daily losing their small savings. Would it 
have been well if these unfortunate bondhold- 
ers in state securities in London or Paris had 
been free to put their claims into the hands of 
the British and French governments to be 
pressed by the urgency of warships at Mobile 
or New Orleans? Americans promptly an- 
swer, No. Why, then, should we be ready to 
undertake by show of power to safeguard debts 
in San Domingo or Venezuela? . 


The fact is, that in all these cases’ where 
the power of a strong state is invoked to com- 
pel a weak state to pay debts to money lenders, 
we are apt to forget who the people are to 
whom we owe real sympathy. In every case 
they are the poor people of the country, whose 
corrupt rulers have involved their subjects in 
ruinous debi. Thus the poor fellaheen of 
Egypt are practically forced to toil to send 
money abroad for tribute at Constantinople 
and on account of-the extravagances and pri- 
vate luxury of the one Khedive after another. 
The outrageous despot at Constantinople is 
kept on his throne, and his Armenian popula- 
tions are remorselessly butc' ered, and all 
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Turkey is weighted with taxation, for the sake’ 


of shrewd English, French and German bond- 
holders who are actually using the authority 
of their own constitutional governments to en- 
force their preferred claims upon the people of 
Turkey. Do the free people of the United 
States, in permitting the new arrangement 
with the Dictator of San Domingo, reflect that 
they are practically giving the power to specu- 
lative capitalists, to oppress with taxation all 
the poor people of San Domingo for an in- 
definite period? 


Moreover, there is simple, economic law, 
which in the long run, takes ample and satis- 
factory care of venturesome money lenders and 
bankrupt debtors. The law is that the de- 
faulter caanot borrow any more money. Let 
him alone. Simply make public the fact that 
he is corrupt, unscrupulous, or inefficient, and 
he becomes harmless henceforth till he has so 
changed his conduct as to recover his credit. 
The law is the same with a defaulting govern- 
ment as with a private party. Whoever trusts 
the defaulter trusts him, and ought so to trust 
him at his own peril. 


It may be asked now whether there should 
not be some international arrangement for 
the collection of debts from defaulting govern- 
ments? The Hague Tribunal, already resort- 
ed to in the recent case of Venezuela, furnishes 
a hint in the direction of a permanent court 
where claims of this kind might be brought. It 
is doubtful, however, whether without the 
grossest injustice the authority of a supreme 
court of the nations ought to be brought to 
bear in favor of a few capitalists upon weak 
and bankrupt nations to pay the disastrous in- 
debtedness of their bad governments. Even in 
civilized countries, with the best courts in the 
world, th: real protection of honest investors 
is not in the courts, but in the general intelli- 
gence and good faith of their respective com- 


munities, who know that honesty is the sole - 


condition of .good credit. Meagnwhile, the 
practical question is, whether any government 
is wise and good enough, and sufficiently im- 
partial, to become the judge and sheriff and 
collector of the claims of a group of capital- 
ists, its own subjects among them, in the ports 
of a weaker and foreign people. All the his- 
tory of the world goes to show the extreme 
danger and injustice of allowing this assump- 
tion. The United States is therefore likely to 
do harm and injustice on a great scale rather 
than good by engaging to meddle in the affairs 
of San Domingo. 


Furthermore, out of this precedent arise 
momentous possibilities of almost infinite 
meddlesomeness. Just as England went into 
Egypt for the sake of her bondholders, and 
could not get out, and has now become fellow- 
ruler with the Sultan and the Khedive, with 
unknown ‘chances of friction and strife, so the 
United States once involved in the official col- 
lection of customs. in‘ San Domingo seems to 
be almost fated to remain there and to take 
a hand in the actual government of the coun- 
try. This involves the power of taxation over 
the Dominican people. Are the people of the 
United States prepared to undertake this un- 
gracious business of collecting debts, of taxing 
and even governing another nation, at the 
pleasure of a few urgent capitalists? San 
Domingo, however, is only the first step in this 
accommodating business of receiverships. 
There is scarcely a government on the conti- 
nent south of the. Rio Grande which is not 
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liable, sooner or later, and some of ‘them very 
soon, to offer plausible pretext and temptation 
for the genial interference of the United 
States. There is probably nothing which 


would gratify foreign bondholders more than - 


to have the United States undertake the re- 
ceivership of the customs of the continent, and 
to guarantee them principal and interest upon 
the various loans which are being kicked about 
in the markets of the world. But, as we have 
observed, the receivership of taxes for a gov- 
ernment necessarily involves responsibility for 
the character, conduct and expenditure of the 
embarrassed nation. This means presently to 
take a hand in its government; whether with 
or without the consent of its people remains to 
be seen. Do the American people, with their 
vast and growing duties to secure the wel- 
fare and happiness of their own children. 
seriously contemplate the likelihood of the dis- 
sipation of their administrative energy over 
the length of the continent, and _ this, too, 
avowdedly, not even for the sake of the subject 
peoples concerned, but in order to safeguard 
speculators in Hamburg, Amsterdam, London 
and New York? 


But some one may suggest that we are un- 


dertaking this new business on account of the 


Monroe Doctrine. If this is true, it demon- 
strates how far the Monroe Doctrine has pass- 
ed from its original intent. It was intended 
to protect this country from the danger of 
foreign oppression. It was designed to forbid 
the setting up of despotisms in America. Shall 
it now be used for the proteetion of capitalists, 
who may otherwise lose the money which they 
have loaned to notorious native despots? It 
may be urged that, unless we undertake the 
collection of customs in San Domingo, foreign 
governments will presently take possession of 
that Island with their warships. Are we sure 
that any foreign government will be so foolish 
as to involve itself in the broils of San 
Domingo? But granting that England or 
Germany might threaten that republic, will 
anyone show what possible menace this. would 
be to the United States? Let the foreign gov- 
ernment collect the bad debt, if it can, from 
a bankrupt people. There is no reason why 
the United States should engage in a business 
so alien to the disposition of our people. 


It may be urged again that England or Ger- 
many might remain in San Domingo, and even 
undertake its government. But it is unlikely 
that any nation would persist in so diffieult 
and costly a task,in case the United States 
earnestly remonstrated against such a course. 
Granting, however, once more, that any Euro- 
pean government were reckless enough to as- 
sume the responsibility of governing San Do- 
mingo, what possible reason could the United 
States have to go beyond a friendly remon- 
strance, and to fight about it? Would not the 
rule of San Domingo by Germany or England 
or France be as righteous an undertaking as 
at the hands of the United States? It would 
be more hearly ia accord ‘with the policy of a 
European government than with the principles 
of a democracy like ours. As far as adminis- 
tration goes, it would doubtless be an improve- 
ment in the civilization of the Islanders, at 


‘least from a superficial point of view. For ex- 


ample, it would doubtless benefit trade for the 
United States: It would save money and ener- 
gy which we still vastly need for the building 
up of our own civilization. 

Finally, is it not rather an astounding fact 
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that an enterprise of such moment as we have 
been considering should be possible in a free 
country, without any discussion on the part of 
the people, or even due deliberation in Con- 
gress? What-is to become of popular govern- 
ment if a few men at Washington, however re- 
spected and well-intentioned, are able to em- 
bark the pcople of the United States in foreign 
enterprises, invovling them in_ irritating 
points of friction with every nation in Europe, 
threatening enormous outlay of adminstrative 
effort, skill and-wisdom, requiring at least in- 
directly immense cost, and stretching out into 
indefinite period of time?

A Specimen of Theological Logic. 

There has been much said of late concerning 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, some of the sayings wise 
and some otherwise; and we doubt if anything 
was truer than that which the editor of the 
Congregationalist was quoted as saving, viz., 
that he is not a noted theologian. 

A few years since, when he w:ts preaching 
in Plymouth Church, he was reported bv the 
press as saying: “The Bible is not the word 
of God, and I challenge any »rin :o prove that 
it even claims to be.” 

We at once wrote the 
which was an earnest protest 


letter in 
: gainst the pub- 
lic utterance of such worse t!.1n nonsense by 
a professed minister of the yospel, occupying 
so high and prominent a sation. To this he 
courteously replied, at th same time sending 
on two copies of the pa}-r containing his ser- 
mons. In his lefter hi: said: “That which I 
believe and teach m\ people is this: the Son 
of God, manifest ir the flesh, is the Word of 
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God (Rev. 19:13). If that be so, the Scrip- 
tures cannot be, for the two are not the same.” 
- We regard the passage to which the Doctor 
refers as metonymical. John employed a sim- 
ilar figure of speech when he said, “I am the 
phone of one crying in the wilderness.” But, 
granting that Logos there designates the Son 
of God, personally, it does not by any means 
prove that the Scriptures are not also the 
Word. Primarily, Logos means speech, and is 
so used more than 133 times in the New Testa- 
ment; and while in possibly five instances the 
Son of God is designated, there are many which 
designate, unmistakably, the Scriptures. 

Acts 13:44 reads: “And the next sabbath 
day came almost the whole city together to 
hear (“Ton Logon tou Theou”) the word of 
God.” What did the people come together to 
hear? Not Christ, but of him; the Scriptures, 
or the Word of God, by the mouth of Paul and 
Barnabas, as it had been proclaimed on the 
preceding day. 

Possibly Dr. Abbott may be the preacher re- 
ferred to by Mrs. Partington, who went out to 
hear a celebrated preacher dispense with the 
gospel. We are certain of this, viz., that if he 
searches the Scriptures he will not send forth 
another challenge to the Christian world of

To be sure, there were a num- 
ber of ‘conversions and a good many reclaimed, 
and one divided church united and troubles all 
settled. I have secured two pastors and will 
see that regular services are held with each 
church the remainder of the conference year. 
It is believed that greater good has been done 
than can be seen, and that great results will 
follow in the near future. It must be remem- 
bered that these churches have been without 
pastors for years, and most of them were in a 
disorganized condition, but the fragments 
have been gathered together, and it is to be 
hoped that after this year, each church can 
secure a pastor.

Brethren in places of refinement, 
education and progression are abreast with 
the age in which we live, and it is easy to do 
what they are accustomed to doing. Mind 
moves very much en masse. Only.a few years 
ago Brother Watson’s “novelty” of the chil- 
dren’s dime missionary contributions was in- 
augurated, proving a wonderful success. We 
are not to “despise the day of small things.” 
The Mormons haye been quite busy in the 
rural districts here, as well as some other 
parts, under disguised names, “Latter Day 
Saints,” “Castleites,” etc. When we mingle 
with a people our knowledge is personal; no 
second-hand guessing. Cause produces effect, 
and the people here are fed on dogmatisms 
more than the bread of life. Some are taught 
from -the pulpit in the cities and places of 
wealth and refinement that the gospel is mer- 
chandise; others cleave to the old-fogy idea 
that “the 1 is free, without money and 
without price,” forgetful of the fact that salva- 
tion is free, but a little toll is due. As a rule, 
the family, old and young, uses tobacco in 
some form. These families ‘take no paper, 
secular or religious. A few years ago we had 
quite a good many churches in southwestern 
Missouri and other places that haye gone 
down. Shall we quit the field here, turn it 
over to Satan and sectism? We are glad in- 
deed for our foreign mission success, and pray 
for a more extensive work; but a people. rep- 
resented abroad ought to be better known at 
home; yes, so well known that when the min- 
ister happens to be on a mission away from 
his church, he will not be under the necessity 
of spending time (that should be utilized in 
prayer, etc.) telling our position; and espe- 
cially the difference between us and the Dis- 
ciples of Christ (Campbellites).

AN APPEAL THAT SHOULD BE LISTENED TO.

I remember once either to have read or heard related 
something like the following: A minister was called 
to a new field, who, seeing the need of reform in the 
church, prepared a special sermon in the hope of bring- 
ing about.the reform. But a week passed and the 
change did not come. He believed his message to be 
God-given, and preached it again, but still the parson 
saw no A third: time the same sermon was 
preached, with greater emphasis. Then there were 
whisperi and dissatisfaction and the parson was 
asked, y do you always preach the same sermon to 
us?” “Because,” said he, “you have never done what 
the sermon suggests should be done. When the church 
changes, the sermon will change.” The s may or 
may not be true, but it serves a purpose. parson 
must have suffered in having to preach the sermon a 
great deal more than did the tion. It is un- 
pleasant to keep repeating some . I remember 
that for some time a statement has been made that a 
church building is needed in Ponce, Porto Rico. Time 
and again the statement has been repeated. In every 
report and in almost every letter written for publica- 
tion by our missionaries in Ponce, there is either the 
statement or an allusion to it. Several times I have 
felt called upon to write about it. I wonder if people do 
not tire of reading this painful but necessary repetition 
of statement.

It is a necessity brought about 
by circumstances. We need churches elsewhere in 
Porto Rico, but in Ponce the need is greater by reason 
of circumstances. 

Here are Brother Barrett and his members in a large 
city. All are anxious to see the church grow. They 
go visiting and find a family that has never attended 
a Protestant service. By tact they prevail with the 
father to come to service, and Sunday morning finds 
him in the Sunday-school. He gets interested, comes 
back early in the evening service, goes away with the 
desire to possess a Bible. During the week he passes 
a church, reads: “Welcome to all! Services every Sun- 
day morning and night.” And next Sunday finds him 
at the church. A good organ, good singing, good con- 
gregation, and there he remains. Who could blame 

im? I tell you, it takes a stout heart not to feel 
discouraged when an opportunity is presented and he 
is hindered. It must make a missionary feel that there 
is either little confidence in his ability or little love for 
the cause he represents. But let us have the church 
and we will write about other things.—Christian Sun.

WORK OF THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 
By Miss F. M. Schuyler. 


From the article of the Model Constitution that de- 
fines the duties of the corr mding secretary we see 
that, next to the president’s, his office is the most im- 
portant given to any member of the Y. P. S.C. E. “It | 
shall be the duty of the corresponding secretary to 
keep the local society in communication with the 
United Society.” This alone places an importance upon 
the office that is rarely understood. The officers of the 
United Society, in their work of o ization, have had 
great reason to know the value of this office, and to 
place a proper estimate upon the services of the faith- 
ful co: mding secretary. They have repeatedly re- 
quested that each society make the office a permanent 
one. 

In view of these facts, the corresponding secretary 
should be one to whom exceedingly important matters 
can be intrusted, a person of intelligence, 2 warm- 
hearted, clear-headed, consecrated Christian. Such a 
one will have a large conception of the duty he has as- 
sumed. He will consider that God has appointed him 
to do that work, and that only as he performs it in the 
best manner possible is he fulfilling his mission. But 
unfortunately a very different interpretation is given 
the work, as is seen in scores of our local societies. 

The corresponding secretary should be able to com- 
prehend the value of the letters and notices received. 
When mal letters calling attention to the Interna- 
tional Convention or other meetings; letters from State 
or local officers; notices of meetings of State, district or 
local unions; report blanks, or any written or printed 
matter comes to hand, he must be able to discriminate 
between that which he shall use and that which he shall 
discard. He should also be a correspondent in the 
truest sense, ressing his ideas clearly yet briefly, 
confining to the business in hand. He should 
not forget to give his name and address at the close 
of every letter. He should remember, invariably, to 
enclose a stamp, or, better still, a stamped and address- 
ed envelope, when writing to a busy man, inviting him 
to address a meeting or to a sociable by his pres- 
ence. He should observe the same rule when asking 
information from the officers of the United Society or 
from his State officials. He should, when requesting 
instruction from these sources, state the matter plain- 
ly, and that alone. When a letter or circular is re- 
ceived, he should acknowledge it at once, if only by 
postal ecard. Very many are the so-called little things 
thus overlooked by a great number of the correspond- 
ing ies. These same little things, however, 
cause needless vexation to the correspondent at the 
other end of the line. 

The co: secretary should realize that he is 
the society to the outside world, and the outside world 
to the - He should keep himself informed of 
the dates of the 


Conventions and Meetings 


in which the society should have an interest. He should 
use every means in his power to incite others to at- 
tend these , and should show by his own ear- 
nestness that he iy a tes their value. When 
the various notices sent to the society are received, he 
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should give them their proper attention at his earliest 
convenience, for alas! too many of these important 
messages are consigned to the waste-basket, or cram- 
med into a pocket to be forgotten, or handed to some 
other person in a manner that plainly indicates that 
the secretary knows little about them and cares less, 
Again they are taken to the society meeting and read 
to a committee only, or, far worse, read after the meet- 
ing is dismissed, in the confusion of departure. 

The corresponding secretary can by blundering make 
organization impossible, union effort unavailing, and 
thus greatly retara the progress of this grand Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement. We are aware that General 
Seeretary Baer, President Clark, and our own State 
secretary could accomplish very much more by the ef- 
forts they are now putting forth, if the great band of 
corresponding secretaries were selected for their espe- 
cial fitness for this important office. We feel assured 
that when the responsibility of this position is once 
fully appreciated, our societies will exercise more dis- 
cretion in this particular, and better results will fol- 
low the earnest labors of those who are willing to give 
freely of time, talent and thought to the advancement 
of this object. set the corresponding secretary re- 
member the words of President Clark, “There is no 
such thing as a small duty,” and feel that all that he 
does may be definitely done for the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Having noted these points, which we have but 
briefly touched, will you not call the attention of your 
society to them? Will you not endeavor to lend a 
hand by showing the true significance of this office and 
suggest that great improvement may be wrought in 
the methods now employed? We appeal to the corre- 
sponding secretaries to study in all its bearings the 
work upon which they have entered, resolved to raise 
the standard in the coming year. If your hands are in- 
deed moving at the impulse of His love, if the intellect 
be given to Him to use every power as he shall choose, 
and if the heart be set on fire by the presence of the 
Holy Spirit, the work now neglected will become a 
mighty influence for the glory of God.—Bulletin.

Education Column

“The Convention Course of Study.” 
BY REV. HUGH A. SMITH. 


Each minister, if possible, should have a col- 
lege and seminary education. Those who are 
deprived of this training ought to avail them- 
selves of the next best thing. This for the 
present is found in the A. C. C. course of 
study. This has been published as the result 
of a recommendation by the Committee on 
Education to the A. C. C. in session at Nor- 
folk, Va., in 1902. It recommended that the 
“department of education prepare and pub- 
lish a course of study for ministerial prepara- 
tion which might be used by all the confer- 
ences of the convention as an educational 
standard of qualification.” 

This marks an advance in our educational 
standards. If it is not adopted by all the con- 
ferences it shows the tendency of the day; and 
a tendency in the right direction in time be- 
comes a law. Recognizing that the minister 
should not be satisfied with anything short of 
the best possible attainments, our educational 
secretary says in the pamphlet in which. this 
course has recently been published: “This is 
not meant as a substitute for a college and 
seminary course. Every young man ought to 
have the training these give, if possible. If he 
cannot, this course is recommended.” 

It would be a help to our cause of education 
if this course was universally adopted. One 
of the beneficial results would be the elimina- 
tion of men who are too indolent to prepare 
themselves as they ought. If a definite amount 
of work must be done in preparation, some 
will not enter the ministry at all. The man 
who will not make the preparation which the 
conditions of to-day demand, may be followed 
through his work by the weakened -and ruined 
churches he leaves in his wake. We ought to 
hail with delight any movement which will ad- 
vance the cause of Christ by excluding such 
men from the ministry. 


The fact that a minister’s work develops his 
sympathetic nature makes him a dangerous 
man to act upon this question. A body of min- 
isters, out of consideration for a man’s feel- 
ing, hesitate to say he shall not preach. But 


the question lies between a man’s feelings and © 


the destiny of souls. As ministers we owe it 
to the cause of Christ to make it our first con- 
cern, rather than the feelings of any man ap- 
plying for admission to conference. 

Another result of its adoption, and one 
much to be desired, would be a more general 
uniformity in conference standards. Probably 
there is no other denomination which has such 
a great number of educational: standards as 
we have. They vary from no definite standard 
in some conferences to that of a college educa- 
tion for licensure in one conference of the 
Southern Christian Convention. This great 
variety of standards is not an indication of 
liberty, of which we so often boast. It is a 
species of ecclesiastical anarchy which con- 
fliets with the general interests of the church. 
It is not in harmony with God’s plans, for his 
work is systematically arranged and each part 
of his universe is in harmony with the other 
parts. Our numerous educational standards 
make a harmonious working relation impossi- 
ble, and quite frequently place limitations on 
work which a conference feels it ought to do. 

Moreover, the present regime has been pro- 
ductive of a spirit of rivalry which is detri- 
mental to the best interests of the cause of 
Christ. Such a statement may seem harsh, 
but nevertheless it is the truth, and we may as 
well consider facts as they are. The condition 
to which I refer is this: Two conferences exist 
in contiguous territory. One has a high edu- 
cational standard and the other a low one, or 
none at all. .A man who lives in the first and 
cannot. meet its requirements finds it easier 
to go over into the second to be ordained than 
to meet the standard of the first. In the sec- 
ond is a young man of college training. He 
will go over into the first to be ordained be- 
cause he finds there more congenial associates. 
Then each conference congratulates itself, 
secretly or otherwise, on securing a _ recruit 
from the territory of its rival, thus showing 
they are animated by the same spirit which 
causes children to enter into a game of tag 
with so much zest. 

The evil does not end here. Each man finds 
work in his home neighborhood, but retains his 
membership in the adjoining conference, there- 
by feeling relieved of both certain conference 
and local responsibilities, which works to the 
detriment of conference, church and pastor. 
This is‘not an imaginary situation, but a 
serious reality, which, with aching hearts, we 
have to confront year after year. This evil 
can not be eliminated until we have a uniform 
educational standard. As this. seems to be a 
possibility, let us work and pray for it. 

The extent of this uniform movement ought 
to be all-inclusive in its relations to the organ- 
izations of our body. The A. C. C., as its 
originator, ought to receive the co-operation 
of the state organizations, and these in turn 
should strive to bring the local conferences to 
its support. Thus we would become stronger 
where we are dangerously weak. 

The adoption of a uniform course of study 
as an educational standard is altogether in 
harmony with our principles. However, we 
know that one obstacle in the way of the 
movement is the creed scarecrow which will be 
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brought from its closet and exhibited in our 
conferences to the consternation of some of 


‘the faithful. For some of our number a creed 


possesses no terrors, while there are others 
who are so constituted as to see “creed” writ. 
ten across any plan which has for its purpose 
uniformity of organization. While they are 
sincere in their belief; we cannot understand 
either it or their horror of creeds. To another 
class, “creed” is their word to conjure by when 
any advance movement threatens to lift them 
from the rut which their fathers left for them. 

The execution of a uniform course of study 
would give rise to many questions which, we 
doubt not, can be properly settled when we 
come to them; but now let us have uniformity 
in. our educational standards. A uniform 
movement, well organized, is the basis of suc- 
cess in other denominations, also in the com. 
mercial and educational worlds. It is God’s 


plan.’ Why is it that as Christian ministers 
and laymen we cannot recognize its worth in - 


our general work?

A COUNTER OF MONEY. 
(The Pilgrim for March.) 


As expert money counter for the 
United States. treasury departihent, the 
specialty of Mrs. Willa A. Leonard is the 
detection of counterfeits. This work is 
in addition to the regular work of the 
office. All doubtful notes are referred 
to her. Whenever any of the experts 
come across money which puzzles them, 
they séfid it to Mrs. Leonard for decision, 
and if genuine, she stamps it “good,” 
thus assuming all responsibility; if coun- 
terfeit, it is properly marked, and _ re- 
turned to the sender to be forwarded by 
him to the Secret Service, and there de- 
stroyed. As not only the fastest, but 
the most accurate counter, Mrs. Leonard 
does not, as a rule count new money, 
but notes that have grown old and worn 
from much use, or have become so fray- 
ed that they have been sent. in to be ex- 
changed for new ones. Sheehas counted 
more money than would pay off the na- 
tional debt, and although, under the rules 
of the department, the slightest mistake 
in counting is charged against the coun- 
ter, Mrs mard has never lost a cent 
from such a cause. 








Home Department 


OVERHEATED STOVES. 


The too energetic firing of stoves cost 
the people of Ohio a third of a million 
dollars last year. This loss was from 
crowding fuel into, stoves or furnaces 
which were in no way defective and does 
not include the large number of accidents 
from roaring fires driving partly con- 
sumed fragments, as sparks, out upon 
the roof, nor cases of fire from soot burn- 
ing. The number of fires from such 
overheating has increased during the five 
years in which statistics have been 
gathered by this office, more rapidly than 
the increase of dwelling houses and in 
spite of the increased use of steam heat. 
The ave temperature during 1904 be- 
ing two degrees below the normal ac- 
counts for an excessive number of fires 
in that year. But, on the other hand, 
there was an increase in the number of 
gas stoves and they, while endangering 
life, are less liable to become a fire dan- 
ger from overheating. 

The fires, from the ignition of some 
nearby combustible from excessive heat, 
from stoves or pipes numbered 250: from 
cellar furnaces, 65; from grates, 4; from 
gas stoves, 6; from oil stoves, 5—a total 
of 330 fires. Overheating in factory 





stacks caused 11 fires; kilns and dry. 


rooms, 5 each; and bakery ovens, 15. 


the wooden floor or wall ‘near the stove, 
the drying of wood in the oven, kindling 
left to dry over night beside the stove, 
lath exposed where plaster had been 
knocked off, goods on clothes-horse or 
chair back, and, especially, clothi 
previously cleaned with gasoline sinant 
by the stove to dry. A few fires were 
from: ignitable stuff, matches, ornaments 
and the like upon the niantle. 


To Prevent Fires. 


The requirements, as to heating appa- 
ratus, of the Building Law of New York 
meet the demands of the insurance com- 
panies. They are: 

“All stoves for heating shall be proper- 
ly supported on iron legs three feet from 
all lath and plaster or woodwork; if the 
lath and plaster or woodwork is prop- 
erly protected by a metal shield, then 
the distance shall not be less than eigh- 
teen inches. 

“A metal shield shall be placed under 

and twelve inches in front of the ash 
pan of all stoves that are placed on wood 
floors, : 
- “All low gas stoves shall be placed on 
iron stands, or the burners shall be at 
least six inches below the burners, and 
all wood work under them shall be cov- 
ered with metal.” 


To Protect Against Ranges. 


“Where a kitchen range is placed from 
twelve to six inches from a wood stud 
partition, the said partition shall be 
shielded with metal from the floor to the 
height of not less than three feet higher 
than the range. 

“All ranges on wood or combustible 
floors and beams that are not supported 
on legs and have ash pans three inches 
or more above their base, shall be set on 
suitable brick foundations, consisting of 
not less than two courses of brick well 
laid in mortar on sheet iron, except small 
‘ranges such as are used in apartment 
houses, that have ash pans three inches 
or more above their base, which shall be 
placed on at least one course of brickwork 
on sheet-iron or cement. 

“No range shall be placed against a 
furred wall. 

“All lath and plaster or wood ceilings 
over all large ranges, and ranges in hotels 
and restaurants, shall be guarded by 
metal hoods placed at least nine inches 
below the ceiling. 

“A ventilating pipe connected with a 
hood over a range shall be at least nine 
inches from all lath and plaster and 
woodwork, then the pipe shall be covered 
with one inch of asbestos plaster or wire 
mesh. 

“No ventilating pipe connected with a 
hood over a range shall pass through any 
floor.” 

It should be remembered that tin or 
zine used to protect wood-work from 
heat should be so placed that there will 
be air between it and the wood. If. the 
metal is against the wood it only serves 
to conceal charring without preventing 
it. . Bright tin reflects heat better than 
sheet iron. HY. D. DAVIS,
